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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Fifteenth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  District  and  the  work  of  the  Health 
Department  for  the  year  1961, 

The  mid-1961  estimated  population,  as  calculated  by  the 
Registrar-General,  was  8,640,  a decrease  of  540  on  the  1960 
figure.  The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  24. 

1961  was  a Census  Year  and  the  provisional  figure  shows 
the  population  to  be  8,640.  I give  the  figures  for  previous 
Census  Years  for  comparison. 

1901  7,937 

1911  8,518  — increase  581 

1921  8,368  — decrease  150 

1931  8,789  — increase  421 

1951  9,231  — increase  442 

1961  8,640  — decrease  591 

The  Birth  Rate  was  15-4  per  thousand  population 
(Adjusted  Birth  Rate  15T),  which  is  well  below  the  W.R.  Rural 
District  Aggregate  Rate  of  18-5.  The  Rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  17-4. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  was  12-6  (Adjusted  Death  Rate 
13-6),  The  W.R.  Rural  Rate  was  10-3  and  that  for  England 
and  Wales  12-0. 

Of  the  109  deaths,  46  (42T%)  occurred  at  the  age  of  75 
years  and  over  ; of  these,  16  were  over  85  years  and  4 over 
90  years. 

There  were  3 infant  deaths  giving  a Rate  of  22-6  per 
thousand  live  births.  The  W.R.  Rural  Rate  was  25-7  and  the 
Rate  for  England  and  Wales  at  21-4  was  a new  low  record. 

Infectious  disease  notifications  totalled  152.  Of  these, 
measles  accounted  for  129.  The  District  has  been  free  from 
diphtheria  for  eighteen  years. 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  continued  steadily  until 
October,  when  all  available  supplies  of  Salk  vaccine  were 
diverted  to  other  parts  of  the  country. 

An  outbreak  of  poliomyelitis  in  Hull  was  carefully  watched, 
but  no  cases  occurred  in  the  District,  although  there  was  some 
contact  with  Hull.  (Sabin  oral  vaccine  became  available  for 
all  in  March,  1962,  and  is  now  the  method  of  choice). 


A fine-looking,  well-equipped  and  well-staffed  Training 
Centre  was  opened  in  November  in  Station  Road,  Rawcliffe. 
The  Centre  provides  for  children  found  to  be  unsuitable  for 
education  in  ordinary  or  special  schools,  and  for  adults  who 
are  unemployable  due  to  severe  subnormality.  Five  trainees 
are  residents  of  the  District. 

Finally,  I place  on  record  my  thanks  for  the  continued 
support  of  the  Members  and  Officers  of  the  Council,  and  to 
the  Voluntary  Committees  for  their  services  at  the  Clinics.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT  FOR  1961. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
GOOLE  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  for  the 
year  1961. 

From  the  public  health  aspect  the  year’s  most  notable 
event  was  the  start  of  the  Rawclitfe  and  Rawcliffe  Bridge 
Sewerage  Scheme.  It  is  hoped  that  the  next  sewerage  scheme 
— that  for  the  Airmyn  Village — will  be  phased  to  start  when 
Rawcliffe  finishes,  for  the  needs  of  this  parish  are  even  more 
urgent  than  those  of  the  western  parishes  which  are  waiting 
the  multi-parish  scheme  at  present  being  prepared. 

The  apparently  poor  progress  in  house  building  during 
the  year  has  been  due  to  the  timing  of  the  contracts,  and 
1962  should  see  a good  number  of  new  houses  ready  for 
occupation. 

I thank  the  Members  of  the  Council,  the  other  departments, 
and  my  own  staff  for  their  co-operation  and  help  over  the 
past  twelve  months.

HOUSING. 

1961  must  go  on  record  as  a year  when  no  new  houses  were 
completed  by  the  Council,  although  at  the  end  of  the  year 
22  dwellings  were  under  construction. 

Five  houses  were  demolished  and  two  closed  under  the 
Housing  Acts. 

During  the  year  35  Improvement  Grants  were  made  by 
the  Council.  Out  of  27  applications  made,  only  one  Standard 
Grant  application  was  refused — on  the  grounds  that  the 
property  did  not  have  a “ life  ” of  at  least  15  years  as  required 
in  the  Act. 

The  Council  itself  received  Ministry  approval  to  an 
application  for  Standard  Improvement  Grants  toward  the  cost 
of  improving  8 houses  at  Dobella  Square,  Rawcliffe.  The 
scheme  involves  making  bathrooms  in  the  houses  which  were 
built  in  1919  with  baths  in  the  sculleries. 

A few  other  houses  of  similar  type  are  to  be  the  subject 
of  further  improvement  schemes  to  be  submitted  for  the 
Council’s  approval. 


Possibly  the  most  noteworthy  housing  event  of  1961  took 
place  right  at  the  end  of  the  year  when  the  Council  approved 
in  principle  a scheme  for  redeveloping  land  in  Swinefleet — • 
for  long  the  black  spot  on  the  housing  scene.  The 
redevelopment  is  planned  to  take  place  over  a number  of 
years,  and  whilst  the  plan  is  a compromise  between  the 
desirable  and  the  absolute  minimum  it  should  produce  the 
first  real  change  in  the  village  for  almost  a century,  and 
make  it  a pleasant  place  with  light  and  air  in  place  of  the 
dingy  alleys  of  the  present.  The  possibility  of  bringing  about 
the  re-housing  of  a large  proportion  of  even  a small  community 
is  both  an  exciting  and  onerous  task.  The  natural  tendency 
is  to  make  a complete  change  from  the  present  dreary 
congestion,  and  one’s  first  thoughts  turn  to  housing  set  in 
pleasant  closes,  and  greens  dotted  with  trees  to  delight  the 
eye.  The  picture  is  rudely  shattered  by  a visit  to  almost  any 
of  our  larger  housing  sites.  Where  greens  have  been  provided 
they  have  been  churned  up  by  tenants’  cars,  littered  with 
broken  bottles  or  turned  into  football  pitches  by  the  local 
youths.  How  then  would  a layout  without  individual  gardens, 
but  with  houses  fronting  a communal  green,  turn  out  at 
Swinefleet  ? Pleasant  ? A delight  to  the  eye  ? Or  a cross 
between  Salisbury  Plain  during  manoeuvres  and  the  worst  type 
of  rubbish  dump  ? I believe  that  the  old  type  of  housing 
layout — the  so-called  “ corridor  street  ” — is  already  obsolescent, 
groups  of  houses  laid  out  in  open  development  or  in  one  of 
the  many  forms  arising  from  the  Radburn  principle  are  much 
better  in  every  respect,  provided  all  the  people  living  in  the 
neighbourhood  respect  the  code  of  behaviour  essential  to  the 
community.  A few  rotten  apples  in  the  barrel  can  ruin  the 
fruits  of  the  best  intentions  of  well-meaning  councils.  To 
segregate  the  potential  trouble-makers  into  a separate  estate 
can  mean  the  creation  of  a slum  area  with  no  incentive  for 
the  individual  to  rise  above  the  general  level  of  slovenly 
living.  Perhaps  the  solution  lies  in  the  appointment  of  trained 
persons  who  can  devote  the  necessary  time  to  educating  these 
“ problem  families  ” in  their  own  houses,  but  this  means  higher 
rents  for  all  and  who  can  blame  the  decent,  hard-working 
tenant  of  a spotless  house  for  complaining  about  subsidising 
the  “ couldn’t-care-less  ” types  ? 

Housing  is.  without  any  doubt,  the  biggest  problem  in 
this  area.  In  a small  district  like  ours,  where  the  whole  work 
falls  to  one  department,  it  is  at  times  an  almost  intolerable 
burden.  House  inspection,  preparation  of  clearance  areas,  the 
design  of  new  houses,  then  Anally  the  rehousing  of  the  people 
and  the  maintenance  of  the  Council  houses  can  be  the  most 
satisfying  job  that  any  individual  could  hope  to  do  ; the  few 
disappointments,  the  families  who  fail  to  respond  to  the  new 
environment,  are  vastly  outweighed  by  the  pleasure  in  bringing 
comfortable,  healthy  living  conditions  to  people  who  have  often 
never  had  a house  with  a w.c.  or  an  inside  tap. 

There  are  now  420  names  on  your  housing  list. 


DRAINAGE  & SEWERAGE. 

Work  on  the  RawclilTe  and  RawclifTe  Bridge  sewerage 
scheme  was  started  during  the  year  and  was  still  in  progress 
at  31st  December.  This  is  the  first  full-scale  treatment  works 
in  the  area,  our  other  sewage  works  comprising  only  partial 
treatment  prior  to  discharge  of  effluent  to  tidal  waters.  The 
full-scale  works  with  its  biological  filters  and  humus  tanks 
require  much  more  attention  than  the  “ partial  treatment  ” 
works,  and  1962  will  have  to  see  the  start  of  the  full-time 
maintenance  gang  which  I mentioned  in  my  Annual  Report 
for  1957. 

The  first  stage  of  the  resewering  of  Reedness  was  done 
by  direct  labour  and  hired  plant.  The  second  stage  will  be 
done  during  1962. 

When  the  Snaith/Cowick/Gowdall/Pollington  scheme  is 
done,  together  with  Airmyn,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  two 
schemes  can  proceed  together,  the  western  half  of  the  district 
will  be  “ cleaned  up  ” as  far  as  sewerage  schemes  are  concerned. 
The  bulk  of  our  population  will  then  have  proper  services 
available,  but  the  needs  of  the  smaller  villages.  Whitgift, 
Ousefleet,  Adlingfleet,  Fockerby  and  Eastoft.  should  not  be 
forgotten.  The  small  country  community  is  no  longer  the 
isolated  backwater  of  fifty  years  ago  ; improved  roads  and 
transport  have  brought  the  town  within  easy  reach.  Water, 
electricity  and  television  in  the  home  bring  civilised  living 
and  comfort  which  contrast  strangely  with  the  mysteries  of 
the  small  building  at  the  bottom  of  the  garden. 

FOOD  INSPECTION. 

There  are  now  no  slaughterhouses  operative  within  the 
rural  area.  There  should  be  no  regrets  about  the  closing  of 
this  chapter.  Modern  slaughterhouses  are  expensive  to  build 
and  equip  ; the  one-man  butcher  business  finds  it  more 
economical  to  have  its  slaughtering  done  at  communal  centres 
such  as  the  municipal  abattoirs.  Once  the  initial  grumbles 
have  been  said,  I have  always  found  that  the  butcher  is 
relieved  to  be  free  of  the  chores  of  cleaning  down,  getting 
rid  of  his  waste,  and  welcomes  the  extra  time  he  has  to  attend 
to  his  retail  business. 

Forty-four  Ice  Cream  samples  were  taken  during  the  year, 
40  being  classed  as  grade  1 or  2 and  four  as  grade  3 or  4. 
The  four  unsatisfactory  samples  were  followed  up  by  further 
samples  after  the  retailers  had  been  advised  on  methods  of 
storage,  and  all  four  sources  returned  satisfactory  samples. 
A very  common  fault  with  many  small  shops  is  that  the  small 
ice  cream  cabinet  gets  heavily  overloaded  during  warm  weather 
with  the  maximum  stock  of  ice  cream  to  which  is  added  the 
shop’s  stock  of  butter,  margarine,  bacon  and  other  perishables, 
so  that  the  temperature  rises  to  a point  where  the  ice  cream 


is  nearly  too  soft  to  handle.  The  increasing  demand  for  frozen 
foods  is  also  making  many  freezing  cabinets  to  bulge  at  the 
sides  with  much  more  stock  than  they  were  ever  built  to 
hold.  It  is  a common  sight  to  see  a shopkeeper  rummaging 
in  the  depths  of  his  cabinet  for  the  elusive  packet  of  vegetables 
or  ice  cream,  whilst  the  piles  of  frosty  packets  lie  on  the 
counter  to  be  replaced  when  he  has  found  his  requirements 
— or  after  the  customer  has  gone.  At  a busy  period  this 
shuffling  and  emptying  of  ice  cream  can  lift  the  temperature 
to  a level  which  allows  bacteria  to  multiply  and  return  a bad 
report  from  laboratory  tests.  I have  found  that  some  shop- 
keepers need  constant  reminders  about  the  necessity  for  careful 
storage  of  frozen  foods  and  this  is  particularly  true  of  the 
village  shop  where  several  members  of  the  family,  perhaps  a 
part-time  assistant,  or  even  casual  visitors,  all  serve  behind 
the  counter. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

The  Rawcliffe  tip  is  almost  filled  to  capacity  and  when 
full  will  leave  us  with  no  tip  in  the  western  half  of  the  district. 
There  is  ample  and  ideal  tipping  land  around  Pollington  where 
abandoned  quarries  abound,  but  it  appears  that  planning 
permission  could  not  be  granted  due  to  the  presence  of 
Pollington  waterworks.  In  my  opinion  the  two-mile  radius 
restriction  on  tipping  is  outdated  and  should  be  revised  in 
the  light  of  current  waterworks  methods  and  recent 
experiments  on  the  subject  of  pollution  of  water  by  tipped 
refuse.  It  really  does  seem  absurd  to  be  barred  from  any  tip 
within  two  miles  of  the  waterworks  when  one  can,  on  occasions, 
see  farmers  spreading  dung  almost  on  the  works  doorstep.
